They left, Mrs. Thaw and Thomas 
MeCaleb in front, Truxton Beale and 
Thaw following. ‘Mr. Beale saw a 
friend. and: stopped to speak to’ him. 
“He left Thaw to proceed on his way 
alone. Remember at this point, gentile- 
men, the uimbroken testimony of all the 
Witnesses is to the effect that the man- 
ner and demeanor of “how was per- 
fectly calm and composed, and that he 
walked quietly down the aisle. When 
he reached the point of cxii he espied to 
his right the form on tSonford White. 
White was then intently looking at the 
performance on the stage. Mr. Thaw 
turned, walked slowly ani quietly toward 
“him, faced him and fired three shots, 
which caused his death. He then slowly 
and deliberately, and I wish to call your 
attention to this circumstance, apparently

acter of the execution that took place. 


Thaw Killed as « Priest. 

“Mr. Thaw stoog as a priest might 
have stood-after ceremony of sacrificial 
duty, saying ‘AJl is over,’ and dismissing 
the congregation. He turned his pistol 
barrel down to indicate i the audience 
that there was no danger to them. He 
walked slowly to where iis wife stood, 
and when she said, ‘Ob, Harry, what 
have you done?’ he replied. ‘It is your 
right, dearie, I have probatly saved your 
life.’ As he said this he stooped and 
kissed her. When he was disarmed 
said, ‘He ruined my wife. When the 
policemen came he said: He ruined my 
wife.’ I have dwelt upon these incidents, 
gentlemen, to call your attention to the 
fact that the safety of his wife, whose 
menace was implied by ihe very pres- 
ence of this man was uppermost in his 
mind. To him this man, who had met 
the young wife on the sireet, who had 
followeg her to the Ca. Martin and to 
the roof garden, This was the man who 
had boasted he wowld get the young 
wife from her husband. So it was, that 
after Thaw had shot the first great 
thought that welled up within him the 
storm ana stress of the mcment was, ‘at 
last my wife is safe.- 1 have saved her 
life. And then when he answered the 
officer and said, ‘He has ruired my wife,’ 
what was the condition of his mind? 
What was it when, as hs was quietly 
ang peaceably walking down the aisle 
he® turned and saw the hideous form of 
the man who had been the cause of so 
much suffering?’ 


Thaw Instrument of Providence. 

With dramatic emphasis Mr. Delmas 
cried out that when Harry Thaw beheld 
Stanford White on the Madison Square 
Roof Garden, the story of his wife's 
wrongs overcame him. He pictured in 
an inetant—as a dying nan may picture 
his past life~all that Stantord White had 
done—the ruin he had wrvoveht, ang he 
struck, struck as the tiarees strikes in 
defense of her young, ‘struck tor the 
home, struck for American womanhood, 
struck for humanity, and Stanford White

“Ah, gentlemen,’ the a:iivocate went on,

‘And on your oaths that you were, 
you were admitted to the jury box. 
| “Before you senc this young man 
to his doom, you must be satisfied of 
jhis guilt beyond every reasonable

“What igs a reasonable doubt? The 
term seems to define itself in its own 
words. A 
which a reasonable man may have, 
You are all reasonable men, and 
whenever you doubt you can say that 
it is a reasonable doubt, the benefit 
of which the law says you must give 
to the defendant. A great English 
judge once said that it js better that 
ninety-nine guilty men should escape 
rather than that one innocent men 
shoulc’ be punished. If there is one 
chance in a hundred that this defend- 
| ant was of siich unsound mind as not 
to know the nature of his act, then 
you must give him the benefit of that 
doubt. 
“I ask you in the name of the law, 
which I invoke; I ask you in the name 
of humanity; I ask you in the name 
of religion, to resolve whatever doubt 
you may have in favor of this de- 
| fendant.” . 


The ‘Unwritten Law.’ 


It was in discussing Thaw’s mental 
State that Mr. Delmas came at last 
to the “unwritten law.” 

“The district attorney will make 
light of the experts because they have 
not defined the species of insanity 
from which they say Harry Thaw is 
suffering.” Mr. Delmas declared. “I 
will suggest its name. I would call it 
‘Dementia Americana.’ At is a species 
of insanity which has been recognized 
in every state of this union. It is that 
species of insanity which makes the 
American man believe his home, his 
wife, his daughters are sacred and 
that whosoever stains the virtue of 
his threshold, violates the highest of 
human laws. It is a species of insan- 
ity which has been recognized in 
fevery state of this union—from Cana- 
da to Mexico, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific.” 


“Ah, gentlemen,” said Mr. Delmas, 
dramatically, turning to the alienists who 
testified for the prosecution, “‘if you de- 
sire a name for this species of insanity, 
let Me suggest it—call it dementia Amer- 
icana. 


“That is the species of insanity which 
makes every American to believe his 
home to be sacred; that is the serieg of 
insanity which makes him beNeve the 
honor of his daughter is sacred; that 1s 


the species of insanity which makes 
him believe the honor of his wife is 


sacred; that is the species of insanity 
which makes him believe that whosoever 
invades his home, that whosoever stains 
the virtue of his threshold, has ciolated 
the highest of human laws, and must 
appeal to the mercy of God, if mercy 
there be for him anywhere in the uni- 
verse. 

“That is the species of insanity which 
has beer recognized by the courts in the 
cases of—’’

Raising Strawberries. 


One thousand Japanese are located on 
the Sierra Vista tract, south of this city, 
forming a nucleus for a colony of at 
least 3,000. who expect soon to be es- 
tablished in homes convenient to this 
land. 

They are there for the punpose of de- 
veloping the strawberry industry to large 
proportions. The land is_ especially 
adapted to the cultivation of this fruit. 
Two-thirds of the tract is already set 
out to the berries, and the colony is 
busy finishing the work. It will, when 
completed, be the langest tract of straw- 
berries in Los Angeles county. it is said. 

In connection with the Sierra Vista 
tract thirty acres of the Polk ranch and 
forty acres of the @Shrode ranch have 
been rented, and this also goes into 
strawberries. Wells have been sunk for 
irrigation, and land piped and flumed. 
and all is tn readiness for the cultivation 
of the crop. 

Several of the Japanese have rented 
this land, and they subrent to the other 
Japs for two-thirds of the crop raised. 

‘‘Lucky’’ Baldwin is also going into 
the strawberry business extensively. He 
has eighty acres set out and about 300 
Japanese have been secured to care for 
it. This tract is located between Bald- 
Win avenue and Santa Anita avenue, on 
the Dalton road. He has sunk wells and 
dug ditches for the proper propagation. 

Mr. Baldwin puts this work exclusively 
in the hands of the Jamanese. The ones 
he employs are of a higher caste, and 
he says they do their work well, have

PROBLEM OF A CLEAN MILK SUPPLY. 


The plan of providing a uniform system of grading dairies, which has 
been perfected by the United States department of agriculture, contains a 
practical suggestion for the Atlanta board of health. 

If such a system were put into operation here, the people could make 
their own deductions as to the quality of dairy products offered them for 
sale. If they did not/like the “grade” of the dairy they had been patroniz- 
ing, they could transfer their trade to another which “graded” up higher. 
By this means the public could protect itself and the unclean dairy would 
either be moved to clean up and save its trade, or go out of business for want 
of customers. 

In addition to the scientific test, which should continue to be applied to 
milk under the direction of the city board of health, expert inspectors could 
likewise pay a visit to the dairy farm and inspect the cattle which supply 
milk to the city dealer.. Then thé city establishment could be graded just 
as a pupil’s work is graded in school. In the latter case, if a child does 
not reach a certain fixed percentage, it is not advanced to a higher grade. 
In the case of a dairyman, if his establishment is not maintained at a certain 
grade of excellence, the law of supply and demand wil] quickly make the 
difference in his business apparent. 

The objection which might be urged that this is “municipal regulation 
of dairies,” is easily answered in view of the fact that regulation is already 
practiced. Under existing municipal ordinances inspectors, acting under 
authority of the board of health, have the right to stop any milk wagon 
in the city of Atlanta and seize a sample of milk for inspection. The ver- 
dict of “clean” or “dirty,” which has been rendered from time to time in 
the past, does not give the same measure of protection to the public as 
would a monthly or semi-monthly statement showing that dairy herds were 
healthy and that dairy establishments catering to the Atlanta public were 
maintained in a clean and sanitary condition. 

The -Constitution throws out this suggestion for the benefit of the 
board of health. Their duty ip preserving the health of the city is a vital 
one, The continuation of the healthfulness of the city is the reward of 
their vigilance. It is to be hoped that the epidemic of typhoid which swept 
the city last summer, resulting in very widespread illness and an excessive 
infant mortality, will not be duplicated this year.

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SPIRIT OF GOVERNOR NORTHEN’S CAMPAIGN. 


The Constitution reproduces elsewhere on this page editorials from The 
Savannah Press and The Fitzgerald Enterprise, for the reason that they ac. 
curately summarize the spirit animating the campaign for law and order 
now being conducted throughout Georgia by ex-Governor William J. Northen. 

The Press points out that the issue of disfranchisement in no wise fig- 
ures in the Northen crusade. It argues, as does The Constitution, that negro 
disfranchisement is definitely settled as far as the people of Georgia are 
concerned. It only remains for the legislature to enact a constitwtional 
amendment embodying the expressed will of the voters, and submit it to the 
state for ratification. 

The Enterprise, which was and is a hearty advocate of negro disfran- 
chisement, assumes the same attitude. It dismisses disfranchisement as a 
settled issue—but it appeals for the gospel being preached by Governor 
Northen in the interest of the whole state. 

Governor Northen has, himself, reiterated emphatically, that he has 
never had, and has not now, any interest in the disfranchisement issue. His 
sole mission is the quiet promotion of peaceful relations between the races: 
the conservative pushing of such propaganda as will do away with mob 
law and riots; the minimizing of potential friction which must, otherwise, 
ever stand as a menace to the peace and progress of the state. 

The Constitution has always contended that antagonism to the work of 
this consecrated man—who literally toils as he prays—was based on a mis- 
understanding of his mission and its. motives. As the benign nature of both 
become apparent, opposition will disappear and due credit be given him for 
the sacrifices entailed in spending the energies of his final years for the 
good of the entire commonwealth. .

ibe recent estimates of municipal population given out by the census 
bureau have created a squall from Dan to Beersheba—speaking in a na- 
tional sense. 

Seattle, Kansas City, St. Louis and other western cities are leading the 
orchestra, with vigorous protests against what is claimed the “underestimat- 
ing” of the officials. 

Atlanta has somewhat of a complaint on this score, but, being generous, 
and thoroughly occupied with the business of getting bigger, has found no 
time to give it dolorous voice. 

The bureau gives this city credit for 104,984 population. as against 89,872 
in the last official census, taken in 1900—auite a substantial gain. 

The local directory issued for 1907 gives the city within its corporate 
limits a population of 116,000. Points reached by the troiley lines within 
the county lines, and covering what may be broadly classified as suburban 
population, swell these figures to 158,026. 

As between the two estimates, we would be inclined to attach more ac- 
curacy to that of the directory management. 

Their methods are thoroughly conservative and painstaking they are 
entirely familiar with the ground covered, and they enjoy facilities not 
available to the census bureau.

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The Paralyzing Labor Famine. 

The cry for labor, for men in the 
factories and fields, is going up from 
every state in the south with the 
persistence of the traditional appeal 


from Macedonia. 

The problem is an acute one. No 
single industry is free from some 
one of its vexing phases. It is con- 
ceivable that, unless immediate and 
intelligent steps are taken toward 
solution it may evolve into one capa- 
ble of paralyzing the development of 
scuthern industries. 

The latest evidence is In the shape 
of a dispatch from Jackson, Miss., to 
The St. Louts Republic. It repre- 
sents conditions in the entire south- 
west as follows: 

The complaint of the railroads, how- 
ever, is a mild-voiced affair as compared 
with the wail of distress being sent up 
by the planters in the delta, who claim, 
in some sections, that they are almost 
paralyzed by the famine, being unable 
to secure negro tenants or laborers on 
any terms. 

The effort of the planters during the 
last few months to secure Italian fm- 
migration wag accompanied by a very 
small measure of success, a majority of 
the immigrants landed at New Orleans 
being diverted to points in Louisiana 
and Texas.

immigration bill passed at 
of congress, under 
the terms of#which more immigration 
will come through southern ports, is 
looked upon as a measure of eventual 
relief, but it will not benefit the planters 
to any extent during the present crop 
year. . 

Railroad contractors are having their 
plans handicapped by the labor famine, 
the grading gangs being much smaller 
than they would like to have employed, 
and threatening euch delay that they will 
not be able to complete the work within 


the prescribed time. 

The Constitution had no desire to 
pose as an alarmist or in the more 
dubious role of a sectional Jeremiah. 
Its sole motives in dealing frankly 
with conditions in the south, and re- 
iterating the necessity of a persistent 
campaign for immigration, is that 
every man remotely or directly con- 
nected with and concerned for the 
industries of this section, may wake 
ta a full realization of the import- 
arce of cooperation and aggression. 

The scarcity of labor exists. No 
one denies that fact. It is daily 
giowing more pronounced. That fact 
is equally obvious, 

We are in the position of the man 
w'th factories and material to supply 
the needs of an entire nation—but 
helpless for the simple lack of men 
to operate the one and produce the 
other. 

This is the one handicap that lies 
like a deadweight over the maturity 
of southern development. We know 
the disease. We know the remedy. 

Is it not a part of the duty of every 
conscientious seuthern leader to take 
an active and a harmonious part in 
its application?

““Ve regret to see an effort in some 
quarters to discredit the work of Gov- 
ernor Northen to bring about a better 
feeting among the races in Georgia. 
It seems to be regarded by some par- 
ties as a pclitical crusade undertaken 
to overcome the efforts of party lead- 
ers in establishing a sentiment in fa- 
vor of the disfranchisement of the 
negro. It is nothing of the sort. The 
majority of the people in the party 
primary in Georgia seem to be in fa- 
vor. of a constitutional amendment for 
the purpose of disfranchising the ne- 
gro. At least that was the construc- 
tion placed upon the nomination of 
the Hon. Hoke Smith. This may or 
may not have been a true interpreta- 
tion of the election, and it may have 
been a wise one. 

Kut Goveinor Northen’s mission has 
nothing to do with this. He is not 
trying to confirm or to undo the work 
of vny political influence in Georgla. 
He is simpiy endeavoring, as we un- 
derstand it, to create a better feeling 
in the state by appealing to both 
races races, white and black, to re- 
spect the law, to stop the harboring 
of criminals accused of grave offenses, 
and to put down the actions of mobs 
as far as possible. To our mind this 
is not only a humane work, and a 
Christian-like work, but it possesses 
great practical value.

Detectives Discover Den in the Very 
Heart of City—Recorder Holds 
Negro in Bond of $10,000, 
Prisoner Makes a 
Confession, 


Hield in default of a $10,000 bond, 
Capus Sappington, a negro man, oc- 
cupies a cell in the Tower awaiting 
trial for running a den to which he 
tolled little white boys for the pur- 
pose of teaching them to lead lives 
of immorality and vice. 

The negro was tried in the recorder’s 
court yesterday morning and the evi- 
dence showed that for many months 
in a cabin in the rear of 115 Wash- 
ington street there had been a den 
in the very heart of the city, where 
thirty or forty little boys of respect- 
able families had been lured by the 
negro. 

That such a thing should have been 
going on close to the center of the 
city and im one of the best sections is 
almost inconceivable. 

The city detectives heard of the den 
a few days ago, and they soon had 
the negro under arrest, and several of 
the boys were Summoned as wit- 
nesses. 

The story told by the boys made the 
negro’s den a worse place than that 
Which Fagin conducted in the story 
of Oliver Twist. 

Were Schooled in Crime. 


Tre boys were being schooled in all 
manner of vice and were being taught 
to lead lives of crime and debauchery. 
The negro was instilling into their 
minds that theft, burglary, arson, im- 
morality and every other conceivable 
crime was right and would make 
them rich and prosperous. 

One of the boys testified that he re- 
mained in the den three days and 
nights. Others stated that they had 
been tolled to the house. One of them 
testified that the negro gave him a 
shotgun which had been stolen and 
which was offered as an inducement to 
get him to visit the den. Other boys 
said they had been made to steal from 
their parents. 

The negro admitted every charge 
that was made against him. When 
asked what made him wish to teach 
the boys to lead lives of vice and 
crime, he replied: 

“Ch, I don’t know. 
at it a long time.” 

The recorder was doubtful about 
there being any state law under which 
the negro could be convicted. He held 
him in a bond of $10,000 for numer- 
ous cases of assault, as some of the 
boys said he had seized them at times 
ana dragged them into his den. 

In the meantime, the detectives will 
work further on the matter and will 
secure more evidence against the ne- 
gro.

Expert's Report Indicates That 
the Railroad Is Sate 
for Travel, 


REPORT TO BE ADOPTED 
HY RAILROAD COMMISSION 


Repairs in Many Places Already 
Made; and Railroad Is Pushing 
Them in Other Places Where 
They Are Needed—Jack. 
son’s Report in Fall. 


Expert W. O. Jackson, chief inspector 
of railways of the Ohio state railroad 
commission, yesterday completed his 
inspection of. the physical properties 
of the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
Company and made his report to the 
State railroad commission. 

Mr. Jackson, after four days’ care- 
ful examination of the property, finds 
nothing of-the dreadful conditions al- 
leged to prevail in the complaint filed 
witn the railroad commission by Bow- 
dre Phinizy, of Augusta. 

He says the track conditions on the 
Georgia road would be rated at a 
good 80 per cent of perfection as com- 
pared with the railroads with which 
he has had to do for the last six years 
as chief inspector for the railroad 
commission of Ohio. “Therefore,” he 
Says, “I have no hesitancy in pro- 
nuouncing this road .safe ¢o that de- 
gree, and do so without fear of suc- 
ceasful contradiction.” 

‘The passenger and freight 
and rolling stock were found in fair 
condition, comparing favorably with 
cnose of other roads of similar class. 
Mr. Jackson states that special atten- 
tion was given to those points on the 
line alleged to be dangérous, but he 
‘a.iled to find anything to indicate 
that the track was unsafe. 

Considerable comment was occasion- 
eu by the fact that Mr. Phinizy failed 
accompany the party on the in- 
Spection trip though repeatedly urged 
to do so. Mr. Jackson was accom- 
panied on the trip by Railroad Com- 
missioner O. B. Stevens. 

Mir. Jackson's report shows that re- 
pairs are needed at certain points and 
at practically all of such places the 
railroad management is either making 
them, or is preparing to-have them 
made. In no place, however, dia he 
consider the conditions such as to en- 
danger life. 

Will Adopt the Report. 

While the commission has not taken 
formal action regarding Mr. Jackson's 
it was talked over informally 
yesterday afternoon, and the commgy- 
Siovers have about reached the con- 
clusion tnat their action will be an 
adoption of the report as presented. 
If there is any particular detail that 
demands especial attention that will 
be determined when they meet today, 
and appropriate direction will be 
given it.

The peculiar con- 
dition of the soil in this locality, to- 
gether with the climatic conditions, 
make as substantial a roadbed as 
gravel does in other localities; espe- 
ually wide and the principal drainage 
tracks. Their system of drainage is 
winters cause the heaving up of the 
of the very best, all cuts are unus- 
ually wide and the principle drainage 
points are so far removed from the 
track bed that any continued wet sea- 
sen does not seriously affect it. 

Alleged Dangerous Places. 

“The renewal of ties needed for this 
year varies to some extent in differ- 
ent localities, but in the aggregate 
will not exceed !5 per cent, which 
does not exceed the usual percentage 
of annual renewals on roads that are 
fully maintained from year to year. 
Special attention was given the ai- 
leged dangerous points in the track, 
but I failed to find anything to indi- 
cate that the track was unsafe. 

“The favorable season has made it 
possible to commence track work 
much earlier than usual, and much of 
the work of renewal of ties has been 
‘accomplished, and many miles of tho 
‘road has now a sufficient number of 
ties aistributed to make all necessary 
por yg inc for this year. The number 
of track men employed is above the 
average. They have eight men in ali 
section gangs in addition to the fore- 
man, and each wang covers 8 miles of 
track. In addition to these they have 
two floating gangs composed of a 
greater number of men who are em- 
ployed in the building of new sidings 
or any special work over the system, 
and when not engaged in that class 
of work they are put in general track 
work where most needed. This places 
the percentage of track men above the 
average force usually maintained. 

“The bridges on the main line are 
in a good state of preservation ang 
sufficiently strong to safely carry the 
heaviest tonnage passing over this 
road. 

“The Athens branch, 40 Mhiles in 
length, has 66-pound rails with the 
exception of about 3 miles of 65- 
pound. This 56-pound rail is in a 
splendid state of preservation. There 
is a very small per cent of renewal 
of ties to be made, as much of that 
work has been done; also the open- 
ing of the side ditches is mostly com- 
pleted. The heaviest type of locomo- 
tives operated on this branch is 197,- 
000 pounds: this is total weight of 
engine and tender ready for the roac, 
and the track will carry with perfect 
safety such equipment. 

“The traffic on the Athens branch is 
light, as only two freight and four 
passenger trains are operated daily. 

“The Washington branch, !8 miles 
long, has 86-pound rails in a fair con- 
dition. The general track conditions 
compare favorably with the Athens 
branch except that the work of put- 
ing new ties in track has not pro- 
gressed as far as on the Athens 
branch. 

“The traffic on this line is very 
light and one engine the total weight 
of which is 118,000 pounds, is run on 
this branch, making three round trips 
per day. The bricge over Little creek 
has some timbers that have about 
outlived their usefulness, the same 
having been checked by the bridge 
department and marked to come out 
this season. 

Is in Good Condition. 

“The Macon branch, 78 miles, is all 
of 65-pound rail and in a very good 
condition. About the same percent- 
age of-ties are needed as on the main 
line and the wrok of distributing anc 
placing renewals has p@ogressed to 
about the same extent. There is about 


3 miles of cinder on this branch and 
the remainded is on soil, and drainage 
is exceedingly well provided for. 

The maximum weight of engines 
used on this branch is 197,+--~ pounds, 
and can be run with perfect safety. 

“The percentage of traffic done on 
this branch is many times less than 
over the main line where a heavier 
type of equipment is constantly in 
use.

Benbow, of Minneapolis, gave to the 
young women of that city a lot and build- 
ing exceeding $100,000 in value; the fur- 
nishings were given by the citizens. Mrs. 
Grace Whitney Hoff. of Detroit, gave 
50.000, and her father by bequest gave 
$25,000 toward a $140,000 lot. building 
and furnishings.

New York, April 9.—The cotton market 
was quiet boat irreguier during today's 
session, with the close easy at a net de- 
cline of 5@@ points. Sales were esti- 
mated at 75,000 bales. The opening was 
steady at an advance of 4@7 points, and 
shortly afterwardg the active months 
were 5 to 8 points higher on firmer ca- 
bles than expected and reports of less 
favorable weather in the south, owing 
to low temperatures, which were accom- 
panied by frost in the central belt and 
light precipitation. in the eastern belt. 
The liberal estimate for tomorrow's re- 
ceipts at Houston was followed by in- 
creased offerings, however, ag the trade 
seemed to place little stress on the talk 
ef unfavorable weather ang during the 
middle session the market ruled dull at 
about closing figures of late the previous 
day. Later there was some selling of 
May, and rumors that the Dulls were un- 
loading, which started more general 
pressure against the market and eased 
prices off to the low point at tHe close. 
The first weekly report of the weather 
bureau for the season was published at 
midday, but had no influence on the mar- 
ket. Private cables from Liverpool at- 
tributed the advance there to American 
buying on less favorable crop reports.

Chicago, April 9.—Realizing sales had 
a weakening effect today on the local

The wheat market was subjected to 
considerable selling pressure all day and 
the feeling was heavy from beginning 
to end. At the start the market was 
affected by liberal northwest receipts 
and by the unresponsive market at 
Liverpool, where prices were barely 
steady, notwithstanding the Ic advance 
here yesterday. The forthcoming govern- 
ment report which will be issued tomor- 
row acted as a check on would-be buy- | 
ers, the general belief being that the 
government figures will not show so 
much to the winter crop as have the re- 
ports of experts who are now going over 
the ground.
